25 From Torpedoed Amer-| 
ican Vessel Reach New 
York After Eight Days in 
Open Boat. 


NEW YORK, April 30 (AP).— 
Twenty-five men from a torpedoed 
American freighter, whose sinking 
was announced today by the Navy, 
lived eight days in an open boat on 
rations of two hard crackers and a 
cup of water per man each day, 
they disclosed on their arrival here. 
Many suffered from injuries and 
exposure at sea. The sinking of a 
Swedish steamer was also an- 
nounced today. 

Officers of the medium-sized 
American ship, which had a crew 
of 38, said supplies were rationed 
carefully to make certain the food

came. The boat was picked up by 
an can vessel on the eighth 
day, and the. men taken to a port 
in Bermuda.

Swedish Ship’s Survivors. 

Thirty-three survivors of the tor- 
pedoed Swedish steamer also ar- 
rived here. They included seven 
young ambulance drivers of the 
American field service, who eager- 
ly asked for the latest baseball 
scores and shrugged off their ex- 
perience at sea. 

Thirteen members of the crew of 
the American ship and six of the 
crew of the Swedish ship were re- 
ported missing. 

Curran said some of the 13 men 
on the American ship managed to 
toss a life raft overboard, but the 
lifeboat was unable to turn back 
to aid them “because two subs 
were silhouetted on the horizon 
there was a regular wolf pack 
around us.” 

“We heard the men yelling in 
the night,” Curran said.

The new class 3-A will include 
any registrant upon whose earn- 
ings one or more persons depend 
for support in a reasonable man- 
ner, and who is not engaged in an 
activity either essential to war 
production or essential to support 
of the war effort. 

Class 3-B will include any regis- 
trant with such dependents, who 
is engaged in such essential ac- 
tivities.

“Broadly, the degree of depend- 
ency will be determined by the 
actual financial need of a depend- 
ent for the civilian earnings of the 
registrant,” Col. Earp said, “re- 
gardless of whether the dependent 
is working -or is capable of work- 
ing.” He said passage of allot- 
ment and allowance laws may 
result in a change in the depend- 
ency claims of many registrants. 
_ The regulations make it the re- 
sponsibility of a registrant to pro- 
vide adequate proof as to his status, 
when deferment on account of de- 
pendents is claimed, Earp said. 
The instructions, in defining rea- 
sonable support, advised the boards 
that “in determining what consti- 
tutes support in a reasonable man- 
ner, the local board shall consider 
as reasonable that measure of sup- 
port which is considered adequate 

in accordance with the prevailing 
standards in the community at the 
time of classification or reclassi- 
fication. In other words the main- 
tenance of present standards for 
the dependent is not required and 
the g standards in the 
community will be judged on cur- 
rent standards as they may, at the 
time, be lower by reason of the 
war.” 

Col, Harp cautioned drafted men 
that they should await actual in- 
duction into the Army before mak- 
ing final disposition of their per- 
sonal and financial affairs.

to Bendix — Denial of 
Interference. 


WASHINGTON, April 30 (AP).— 


Edmund Toland, counsel] for the 
House Naval Committee, said to- 
day that international cartels be- 
tween Bendix Aviation Co. and 
German aircraft firms interfered 
with the war effort of Canada and 
Australia, but this was denied by 
Vincent Bendix, former president 
of the company. 

Toland had Bendix, now a con- 
sultant to the aviation company at 
$4000 a month, identify several 
agreements entered into with 
Robert Bosch Co. of Stuttgart, Ger- 
many, and Siemans, of Berlin, both 
manufacturers of aircraft part 
and then produced correspondence 
in which a German firm asked 
Bendix not to supply instruments 
developed in Germany to Canada 
because of the war. 

“Isn't it a fact,” Toland asked 
Bendix, “that your company inter- 
fered with the war effort of Can- 
ada and Australia?” 

“I wouldn't say so,” Bendix re- 


plied, adding that the company 


had been “very co-operative.” 

Representative Maas (Rep.), 
Minnesota, questioned the fairness 
of saying the company “inter- 
fered” with Canada’s war effort 
on the ground that it might not 
have “assisted” it. 

Charge of Acid Restriction. 

The Senate Patents Committee 
heard testimony from an economic 
expert of the Department of Jus- 
tice, Irving Lipkowitz, who said 
production of acetylene and acetic 
acid in this country had been ham- 
pered by an agreement between 
Standard Oil (New Jersey) and I. 
G. Farben Industrie, giant Ger- 
man industrial trust. 

By adroit manipulation of United 
States patents, I. G. Farben suc- 
ceeded in preventing full develop- 
ment of a new process for making 
acetylene, the principal material 
used in the manufacture of acetic 
acid, he said, 

The United States consumed 
293,000,000 pounds of acetic acid 
last year. Nearly half went into 
the production of cellulose acetate, 
a raw material used in making 
rayon, photographic film and ’plas- 
tics. Other uses were for solvents 
in paints and varnishes, for mak- 
ing salicylic acid from which such 
pharmaceutical products as aspirin 
and salvarsan are derived, and 
for making dyestuffs. 

Company Formed. 

Lipkowitz told the committee 
that I. G. Farben and the Stand- 
ard company operated an inter- 
national patents pool and went 
into partnership. by organizing a 
chemical company called Jasco, 
Inc., to develop and exploit new 
processes for making chemical 
products out of natural and re- 
finery gasses. 

Jasco established ‘an expbri- 
mental pilot plant at Baton Rouge, 
La., in 1930 to manufacture acety- 
lene out of such gasses by an 
electric arc process which the Ger- 
mans had originated. But in 1935, 
Lipkowitz . testified, I, G. Farben 
insisted on closing the Louisiana 
plant, after asserting that exports 
of acetic acid from the United 
States were undesirable,

Coastline Ditappears. 
- Soon we left Iceland’s rugged 
coastline behind and went roaring 
over the calm, sparkling sea which 
lay like a low, level cloud across

Since wages form a vital factor in any price strac- 
ture, the President's failure to come to, grips with 


| Wage contro! fs so serious as to threaten the success 


of-the remainder of his program. This threat is 
clear when the wage problem is seen in its true 
relation to the general war ecohomy. 

In large part, the President’s theory about wages 
is that, with the rise in living costs checked by 
price ceilings, a major force in the increase of wages 
will be removed. Cost of living, however, is not the 
only factor in rising wage scales. Labor shortages 
of one kind and another have caused a lively com- 
petition for workers and, as more and more men go 
into the armed forces, this competition is increasing, 
especially in the skilled trades. 

Girls who were working as domestics or as clerks 
in Main street stores have gone to the ‘munitions 
factories for the higher pay. Stenographers in small 


are now working in Washington and elsewhere in 
the Government service. ._These movements of 
workers have had their effect on wage levels apart 
from increasing living costs. The growth in power 
of labor unions is also a powerful factor in the 
attainment of higher wages. 

The War Labor Board cannot control all the 
forces which are driving wages upward. It cannot 
possibly oversee the pay roll of every factory and 
store. Most wage questions are settled between 
employer and employe without reference to the War 
Labor Board. In the case of munitions plants work- 
ing for the Government on a cost-plus basis, em- 
ployers can raise wages freely and charge the added 
costs to Uncle Sam. And if all wage increase prob- 
lems had to be passed upon individually. by the 
War Labor Board, it would have to be fantastically 
enlarged. 

We believe the President should fix some over- 
all system for wage ceilings in somewhat the same 
fashion Leon Henderson has adopted for prices. But 
the action should be taken quickly. 

The President has two choices. One is to plug up 
this glaring loophole in his program within the next 
few days, so that it will go into effect with his 
other controls. The other is to wait until later and 
thus lay up difficulties which the labor pressure 
groups may contrive. 

In urging his program upon the people, the Presi- 
dent said it represented an “equality of privilege.” 
The phrase is a good one, but is it not somewhat of 
a mockery if a vital factor in the fixing of prices is 
left under the sketchiest of control? 

Is it equality if farmers, merchants and everyone 
else but workers make sacrifices to save the country 
from the horrors of inflation? The President has 
opened himself to the grave and ugly charge of 
favoritism. .And, if the question were left to the 
workers themselves, the chances are they would vote 
overwhelmingly to be included fully in the program. 
The anti-inflation program, urged for many years 
by such experts as Bernard Baruch as a fundamental 
essential in a wartime economy, is already bélated. 
It comes only after prices of all kinds have risen 
sharply. But if the program is not all-inclusive, if it 
does not control wages—a vital factor in the price 
structure—the President is sowing the seeds of 
failure and discontent.

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TO JURISDICTIONAL DISPUTES. 


The most difficult of all labor disputes to settle 
have been those in labor’s own house—the jurisdic- 
tional quarrels. They have caused tough and pro- 
tracted controversies, and they have filled the pub- 
lic with understandable fury. 

Since Pearl Harbor, there have been several 
pledges that jurisdictional disputes were at an end. 
Yet, so bitter had the rivalry between the AFL and 
CIO become, even these promises failed to suppress 
them entirely. For instance, there was the long 
inter-union dispute which held up work for weeks 
at the Wentzville Federal housing project, and was 
ended only a few days ago by a Government ruling. 

There. is renewed hope that these needless and 
intolerable disputes now will actually be stopped 


by the agreement of the AFL and CIO to set up 


machinery for settling them. The unions, under 
the plan approved yesterday by the presidents of the 
two groups, will leave future disputes of this kind 
to mediation by the labor members of the War Labor 
Board, and agree to accept outside arbitration if this

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THE PRESIDENT BOYCOTTS A WORD. 


There was pone exceedingly curious thing about 
the President’s message to Congress Monday and his 
radio address of Tuesday night. Believe it or not, 
Mr. Roosevelt did not once-use the word “inflation” 
in either of these lengthy pronouncements, although 
that is what both of them were supposed to be about. 

It is amazing, in searching these documents for 
the mysteriously missing word, to note the many 
synonyms and euphemisms which the President 
contrived in order to avoid uttering it. He built up 
elaborate phrases to convey the idea, such phrases 
as “certain economic factors which produced un- 
necessary hardships,” “spiral in the cost of living,” 
“grave danger of disaster to our national economy,” 
“keep the economic structure of our country forti- 
fied and secure,” “safeguarding our economy,” “sta- 
bilization of the cost of living,” “fortification of our 
whole economic structure,” and so on. Instead of 
talking about an anti-inflation program, he avoided 
that term by such generalities as “these general 
principles,” “the policy laid down,” “this pro- 
gram,” etc. 

The President said a few days ago at a press con- 
ference that he disliked the word “inflation” and 
would like to find a substitute, but he did not explain 
why. But after all, what’s wrong with the word? 
In conjuring up the disasters of unlimited price 
rises, which the President and many others have 
been warning against for months, it is certainly 
more expressive than the inadequate synonyms used 
in the message and the speech, It brings up a pic- 
ture of the chaos suffered in Germany and Russia 
after the last war, and conveys in itself a’ warning 
of just’ what afl the people want to avoid.

It 
fastens to a table, has_a fork-like 
arrangement to put the apple on 
and a knife that moves from one 
end of the apple to the other as 
you turn a crank. No work at 
all, Next I had to quarter the 
apples and remove the cores. 
When I got all four trays full I 
would set the thermometer at 
something like 120 and leave the 
oven turned on. After two days 
land two nights the apples would 
be perfectly dry. Never cooked— 
just dried.” , 

Mrs. Ford then turned the ap- 
ples over to the British war relief.

SAILOR ON SHIP SUNK 
BY U-BOAT HOME HERE 


George Deibel Drifted 70 
Hours in Lifeboat After 
Shelling. © 


George Deibel, a Merchant Ma- 
rine seaman who drifted 70 hours 


in a lifeboat after the freighter 
on which he shipped was sunk by 
enemy submarine shell fire, is 
home today to visit his mother, 
Mrs. Robert F. Deibel Sr., who 
lives°on Conway road, St. Louis 
County. 

It was the first trip out for 
Deibel, who told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the attack occurred 
about 350 miles off the Atlantic 
coast. He said he was not permit- 
ted to reveal the date of the attack 
or the name of the freighter. 

Seven of the crew of 34 are un- 
accounted for, Deibel said, and 
they are presumed to have iost 
their lives in shell fire before the 
freighter went down. The surviv- 
ors took to two well-provisioned 
lifeboats and were picked up 70 
hours later by a friendly ship. 

“Rain caused our only discom- 
fort,” Deibel said. 

, Since the attack occurred at 
night, he added, he was able to 
see only the flashes of fire from 
the submarine’s guns. The sub- 
marine had disappeared when the 


freighter burst into flames, 

Deibel, who is 20 years old, came 
here last Thursday from Norfolk, 
Va., and plans to sign for service 
on the Great Lakes May 10. Later, 
he said, he might go back to ocean 
service. 

A former student at Country Day 
School, Deibel entered the mari- 
time training school at Hoffmann 
Island, New York, last November. 
He completed training March 7 
with the rank of ordinary seaman. 

Deibel’s older brother, Robert F. 
Deibel Jr., is in naval flight train- 
ing at Pensacola, Fla.

Every Horse a Winner By Henry McLemore 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 29. 
WAS up bright and early this 
morning—well, early anyway— 
to start gathering the inside in- 

formation which -will undoubtedly 
enable me to pick my tenth Star- 
light Derby loser, The sun had 
just left its starting gate, and the 
peasants, who pick the parsley that 
is used for mint in juleps - here 
during the Derby week rush, were 
just leaving for the fields when I 
neared Churchill Downs. 


Wearing the string tie, broad- 


brimmed black hat and - false 
goatee which I always affect when 
visiting Louisville, I had no trouble 
at all in getting past the gateman, 
a colored boy who was sound 
asleep. I stumbled around in the 
half-darkness until I finally found 
the barns. I couldn’t help wonder- 
ing, as a great big horse almost 

stepped on my congress gaiters as 
he was led by, just why trainers 
feel it necessary to get their horses 
up so early in the morning. There 
must: be thousands of race horses 
who would prefer to lie a-stall in 
the morning, get up around nine, 
and during a leisurely breakfast 
giance at the racing form to see 


what their chandes were in the 


afternoon’s races. 
But, for a reason never explained 


to me, the poor horses are routed - 


from the straw before sun-up and 


given a workout that would kill* 


anything but a horse. They go 
clippity-clopping around in the 
darkness with the trainers yelling 
signals whenever: shapes pass 


which they think they recognize. 
Attendance at these workouts is 
considered indispensable to any- 
one who hopes to accurately fore- 
cast a race. So I climbed up on 
the rai] and for an hour “listened” 
to the horses practice. Several of 
them sounded mighty good to me, 
and I believe I would have my 
Derby choice if I could ever iden- 
tify the one that snorted so much. 
However, by the time it got light, 
I was so hungry I had to go back 
to town without getting hig name. 


Later, I spoke to a trainer in 
the lobby of the hotel and told 
him I was worried about a snort. 
He looked at me incredulously. 


“You’re worried about a snort— 
in Louisville—during Derby 
week?” he said. “Brother, there 
are more snorts around than there 
are people and horses. Quit wor-

has been working pretty well, or

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that handicapped him last year, 
and that he hag as good a chance 
as anything in the field. 

Ownership of a race horse does 
something to a man as well as to 
his pocketbook. Experience has 
convinced me that you could saw 
the horns off of a large billy goat, 
give him a fancy name, register 
him with the Jockey Club and his 
owner would back him with real 
money against a field that includ- 
ed Seabiscuit, Whirlaway and Man 
O’ War. -By the time a fellow gets 
through talking to the owners, it 
would be no surprise to him to see 
a dead heat between the entire 
field.

night you'll get Jay Jostyn if 
you don’t watch out. Some time 
back he set an all time radio rec- 
ord by appearing in 36 script shows 
as 48 different characters in one 
week. Right now, among other 
things, he is Mr. District Attorney 
in the program of the same name, 
Ben Porter of “Second Husband,” 
Pa Parker of the “Parker Fam- 
ily” and he lends his voice to six or 
more daytime programs. , 

Less than 10 years ago he was 
doing character roles in stock com- 
panies‘ on the West Coast, taking 
an occasional trip in a road show, 
and trying to keep body and soul 
together by delivering telephone 
books or mowing the neighbors’ 
lawns. He was married and had 
two small children. The going was 
tough. But he resolutely set his 
determined chin and stuck to his 
resolution to attain a success on 
the stage that would qualify him 
to realize his secret burning ambi- 
tion—membership in The Iambs, 
the historic and exclusive actors’ 
club. 

“And I always wanted to sée 
Niagara Falls,” Jostyn added, 
lounging comfortably in hig favor- 
ite corner at the Lambs Club. 
“Those are two occasions in my 
life when anticipation was not 
greater than realization, as the old 
saying goes. Although I was al- 
ways anxious to get to New York 
—every actor is—I must admit that 
I was a little disappointed after 
I’d been here awhile. It just didn’t 


measure up to my vague expecta- . 


tions, which I suppose were based 


on O. Henry stories and O..0. Mc-* 


Intyre. But the Falls and the 


Lambs! Wonderful!” 


Although Jostyn’s features are 
acceptable in any company, being 
little short of handsome, it ig his 
voice that is his fortune. Until 
radio placed a golden premium on 
such voices, the stage was buying 
it at bargain prices—early in his 
career for as little as $5 a week. It 
first attracted attention when Jay 
was in sixth grade at St. Joseph's 
parochial school, In Milwaukee 


when he triumphed over upper- 
clasamen in declamatory contests, 


and it ultimately won him a gold. 


medal at giaduation, when he de- 
livered the valedictory. 

He left Marquette University 
after two years of study to attend 
the dramatic Classes at the Wis- 
consin Conservatory of Music and 
remained as a teacher for an inter- 
val after graduation. Then began 
the long, hard climb for recogni- 
tion, a_ living, and that long 


‘dreamed of symbol of success, a 


membership in the Lambs. 

There were grueling hours in a 
Milwaukee stock company when he 
was 19, playing one show and re- 
hearsing another; there were heart- 
breaking trips for jobs in Spokane, 
Phoenix, Vancouver, San Jose and 
whistle stops in between, where 
engagements ended sometimes al- 
most as soon as they began. In 
1928, in the course of his travels 
he married his leading lady, Ruth 
Hill, 


“We had no financial problems,” 
Jostyn recalled, “because we had 
no finances, When we got paid 
we ate a little, when we didn't we 
ate less.” 

Finally, the Jostyn’s wound up in 
Hollywood, that promised land, 
where all actors expect to go if 
they’re good.

day,” Jostyn recalled, watching the 
smoke of his 50-cent cigar curl to- 
ward the ceiling.

Bur- 
bank, which is a suburb of a suburb 
of Los. Angeles, It was one of 
those jobs where, if we did busi- 
ness, we got paid. No business— 
no pay. One of my kids was three, 
the other a year younger.
